there is a letdown in chicken 
buying immediately after Christ- 
mas each year and this natural- 
ly: results in chickens becoming 
plentiful and cheap. Recently 
the price to growers got down. to 
18 cents per pound. This means 
that a three-pound fryer on the 
hoof brought the grower only 
54 cents. 

Well, some of the Atlanta 
firms who sell broilers on the 
hoof are now offering these 
birds at 24, 25 and 26 cents per 
pound. And I don’t see how one 
can beat a deal like this. Espe- 
cially when we recall that our 
neighbors in the counties north 
of Atlanta are the producers of 
these fine birds. 

Now, the ham situation is dif- 
ferent. There is no better food 
in the world than a well-cured 
Georgia peanut ham, and for- 
tunately for us the packing 
houses have long since recog- 
nized this fact. I can’t recall the 
trade names of all of the peanut 
hams processed in. Georgia but 
I can testify to the fine quality 
of Armour’s “Georgia Peach” 
and the White Provision Com- 
pany’s “Nutfield.” Cudahy and 
others produce them but the 
name escapes me, 

A country-cured peanut ham 
is quite a something. For a long 
time it has been impossible to 
get them. Farmers have held on

everyday citizens in the effects of | 
atomic bombs and the hazard of 
the H-bomb,” he explained. “The 
more we know, the better we can 
prevent panic.” 


Pup Phillips directed efforts of 
some 20,000 civilians in Fulton, De- 
Kalb, Clayton, Cobb and Rockdale 
counties during the past war from 
a central headquarters at the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium. 


“We can’t have a central control 
spot this time,” he declared, “be- 
cause it could easily be wiped out 
by a bomb. This time, we would. 
need half a dozen _ locations,

Fair Code Is Goal. 
Of NCAA President 


LOS ANGELES—Professor Hugh Willett, of 

Southern California, as you may or may not 

know, is President of the N.C.A.A. The N.C.A.A. 

is a group of colleges and universities trying to 

= 3 establish and enforce a sanity code in football, 

which is largely concerned with how much a football player will 

be entitled to get in the way of scholarships, food, books, board 
and possibly a few bucks on the side. 

Professor Willett; an extremely tolerant and kindly man, is 
heading a battle line that may be another thirty years war. He 
and his committe may be charging a windmill or some impreg- 
nable fortress. But at lcast he is facing his job cheerfully, hope- 
fully, and with all needed tolerance for all concerned. 

“This sanity code is a problem that must be worked out the 
best possible way,” Professor Willett says. “But it must be 
worked out fairly for all. Different conditions prevail in dif- 
ferent sections of the country. Different conferences have dif- 
ferent problems. What might work for the Ivy League wouldn’t 
work for the Southeastern Conference. 

“For example, it isn’t too difficult to get a football player,an 
outside job in certain localities. It is impossible to get a job in 
other small-town places. You can’t plaster a set rule on one place 
and make it stick at another. That is why we need tolerance and 


patience and a ‘full regard for all situations. : 
; “At the same time,” he continued, “we must 


Shoot Alumni have certain working rules that must be en- 
| forced, by heavy penalties if necessary. I don’t believe any such 
| penalties wil be necessary. Most of the seven universities, outside 
| of The Citadel, have about arranged their football affairs. We are

Rescinding 
Of World Rule 
Bid Is Lauded

DAR, fighting against various 
movements for world govern- 
ment, has hailed the action of 
the Georgia Legislature in re- 
scinding its 1946 approval for a 
constitutional convention on the 
question, as the first outstand- 
ing victory in the campaign. 

The Georgia Legislature was 
one of the 22 States that had 
approved the call for a consti- 
tutional convention. In overturn- 
ing this action at this session 
even Sen. Frank Gross, who in- 
troduced the resolution in 1946, 
worked for its repeal. The vote 
to rescin. was unanimous in the 
House and 34-8 in the Senate. 

Mrs. Lola Lee Bruington, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the National 
Defense Committee of the DAR, 
said that the results achieved 
in Georgia demonstrate what 
can be done in other States 
where a campaign of informa- 
tion and education ds conducted. 

She said that Mrs. T. Earle 
Stribling, DAR State Chairman 
for National Defense, Atlanta, 
led.the fight for repeal o. the 
resolution, aided by other patri- 
otic groups and veterans’ organi- 
zations. 

Mrs. Bruington said Gross, 
after introducing the federation 
resolution in 1946, conceded in 
working for its repeal that “from 
additional information gathered” 
ue did not believe Georgia is 
ready to back an attempt at fed- 
eration.

According to K., alcoholism is only a symptom of a maladjust- 
ment. It is not the cause. : 

Her story began with a maladjustment, an insecurity heightened 
by the death of her husband which sent her flying, in a frenzied 
desire for escape, to the bottle. Another woman, Mrs. M., drank 
because alcohol made her feel like the woman she was in her 
dreams. She needed a drink when she washed the curtains, cleaned 
the house and cooked. Bored by and trapped in her home, whiskey 
Was her escape. 

There are other stories about other.women who frequent the 
coffee bar at A. A. They laugh about their stories now with the 
sort of desperate laugh of one who is trying to smile about some- 
thing that hurts too much. 

These women are not cured, because there is no cure for alco- 
holism. But they do not drink. They have admitted to themselves 
that they can’t handle it. They have apologized to those they 
have hurt and have tried to help other alcoholics. Also, they have 
faced the fact that they are outcast by a society which openly con- 
dones drinking in its vast system of entertainment. 

They have also taken a moral inventory of themselves, readjust- 
ing themselves and calling on God, as they understand Him, to help 
them and give them strength. . 

This combination of God and man, so often forgotten, is accepted 
by A. A. as the only way an alcoholic can be helped. It’s a good 
combination. 

Perhaps if it were tried more often, it would cure our deep 
world sickness and uncertainty before it is destroyed by its shoddy 
symptoms of alcoholism, crime, war and moral degeneracy.

The Local Government Commission’s program for community 
improvement, which will be put up to a vote of the people in next 
Summer’s primary, should definitely be approved. 

First and foremost, this betterment plan will triple the land 
area of Atlanta and raise its population from 360,000 to néarly 
450,000. Also, many economies in gov- = 
ernment will be brought about through 
the consolidation of many city and 
county services. 

Unlike previous expansion attempts, 
this plan has been worked out so that 
it will not mean substantial tax increases 
for anyone. 

In addition, there is another improve- 
ment that will greatly affect evéry high 
school student in both Atlanta schools 
and those in the proposed annexation 
area. The plan provides that the City 
of Atlanta will take over all schools in 
the new sections. This means that in 
addition to the eight city high schools 
(including September-dated Sylvan 
Hills), North Fulton, West Fulton and 
the planned Lakewood and Northside 
High Schools will be taken into the city 
system. 

City athletic competition will then be 
between 12 or 14 teams instead of the 
present seven, which will allow for more 
flexible sports play and reduce the 
chances of one team’s completely dominating any sport. 

Students will be able to make many new friends throughout 
the enlarged system. 

The present county high school students will benefit from the 
increased salaries that will be paid to their teachers in the respect 
that higher salaries will naturally net more qualified teachers. 

These are only a few of the benefits that this plan will give us. 
There are many more. It is a good plan worked out by an impar- 
tial group of civic leaders and, for the good of all concerned, 
should definitely be approved!

The gain of 28,000 workers in 
the durable goods field came main- 
ly from increased hirings in the 
lumber, stone, clay, and glass in- 
dustries along with the return of 
workers directly or indirectly in- 
volved in the coal and steel strikes. 

The 7,600 loss in nondurable 
goods was blamed on seasonal de- 
clines in food processing, ranging 
from 200 in Texas to 4,400 in 
Georgia. 

Employment in Southern textile 
mills continued its upward trend 
with a gain of 3,300 over the No- 
vember level of 604,100.

We're Really Not Disappointed

S stem * The truth is, because of our system, not many persons 
Y really want to run for Governor and even fewer can 
raise the necessary money for a campaign of heat and competition. 
To run for Governor is to be subjected to abuse and lies, smears 
and harassments which extend even to one’s family. To raise the 
money is, for the average candidate, to make oneself beholden to the 
large and medium givers. There are these, and other difficulties, 


in the way of running for Governor. 
Evil At the base of our trouble is our system—the county unit 
system. No Governor, Gov. Talmadge or any other man, 
can really speak for and stand for what is best for Georgia as long 
as they must be slave to the county unit system. A prospective 
candidate must kowtow to this system. There is no defense for it. 
To say it balances the country against the city is to ignore the fact 
that no other Southern State—and we all have similar problems— 
uses the unit system. Yet they all prosper as well, or better, than 
we. And they all have a good city-rural balance in their States. 


-It is, then, as will be obvious to all, a falsehood to say that we need 


the unit system. No other State has it, and all our Southern 
States do as well as we and some do better. It is an iniquitous 
device which holds us down to the level of the worst and the most 
corrupt and greedy among us. It destroys at two sources any 
chance at good government. If it were of any positive value every 
other State would have. it, especially the Southern States. They 
do not. 


At any rate, as of now it is, insofar as independent, non-affiliated 
eyes may see, Talmadge almost without a struggle... a fact which 
acutely pains some and pleases more.

Welfare Payments in Georgia 


A strange thing has been happening 


in Georgia’s program of public welfare 


in the past decade, an era when the State has seen vast increases in urban popu- 


lations and heavy losses in rural population. 


During this period both the urban 


and rural areas have maintained practically the same ratio of welfare payments 

despite the tremendous shifts in populations. 
Georgia's five largest counties in June, 1940, paid out a combined total of $808.997.50 in the 
State’s welfare program. This was 23 percent of-the entire State’s $3,455,784.50 in welfare payments 


for old-age pensions, aid to dependent children, and aid to the needy blind. 


In 1949, these same five 


counties—-Fulton, Bibb, Chatham, Richmond and Muscogee—paid out $6,995,212.50, or 25 percent of 


the State's total $27,212,894. , 

During the period from 1940 to 1949, those 
five counties gained 24.8 percent in population, 
from 751,996 to 938,500. ' 


Let's look at ‘some small counties. In 
1940, Echols, Glasscock, Long, Dawson and 
Quitman paid out $21,997 for old age pen- 
sions, aid te dependent children, and aid to 
‘the needy blind. This was 6.36 percent of 
the State total. In 1949, these counties pafi 
eut $231,132.50, or 8.49 percent, of the State’s 
total. 

Those five small counties in 1940 had a 
combined population 19.511. Last year 
their estimated populations was 16,400, a 
decrease of 15.9 percent. 


Thus we see that despite the heavy loss in 
population, the small rural counties studied 
showed practically the same percentage gain in 
welfare payments as did the five large counties. 
This, despite the tremendous change in relative 


populations. 

The dollar volume increase in both large and 
small counties can be explained, partially, in the 
increase in n touched by the State’s wel- 
fare athe increase in average payment, 
and increase, due to health advances, in num- 
bers of old folks. 

In June, 1940, there were 33,144 cases in the 
State receiving assistance in the Special Assis- 
tance Program which embraces old age pensions, 
aid to dependent children and aid to the needy

It is not to be concluded that the loss of popu- 
lation in Georgia’s five smallest counties neces- 
sarily means that all the people who left these 
counties went to Atlanta, Macon, and the other 
urban centers of the State. Possibly these people 
of the farms—many without industrial skills 
necessary in the cities—went to other Georgia 
towns, or out of the State. 

The gain in population in the five urban cen- 
ters, conversely, does not mean all the newcomers 
are from Georgia’s rural areas. Many new indus- 
tries have been established, ard many of these 
industries are branches of out-of-State firms. 
Certainly a large number of persons have come 
to Georgia’s urban centers from other States. 

And there is another factor—possibly the most 
important one in considering this story of popula- 
tions and welfare. The United States Social 
Security program is making its force felt in the 
years since its inauguration. Reserves in em- 
ployee Social Security Funds have grown as the 
individuals put in years of productive labor. This 
is a big factor in urban centers where most em- 
ployees come under the Social Security am. 

Tnis program does not extend very effectively 
to the rural areas, primarily because farm work- 
ers are not under its coverage. Therefore, the 
old-age cushioning economic effect of the Social 
Security program is not felt in Georgia as it is 
in more highly industrialized States. In 1940, 
approximately 62 percent of Georgia’s population 
resided in rural areas, on the farm. This per- 
centage undoubtedly has slipped during the past 

ecade.

Lanham Heads 
Utility Lobby Probe 


WASHINGTON—Rep. Henderson Lanham, of 

Rome, has been named Chairman of the Power 

Subcommittee of the House Lobby Investigating 

Committee As such he will be called upon to direct the inquiry 

into lobbying activities before Congress of the various power utility 
companies over the country. 

The Georgia Congressman, who is the only Southern member 
of the important investigating committee, said his group will under- 
take a constructive approach to the subject of congréSssional lobby- 
ing rather than engage in muckraking. He takes the position that 
there is nothing essentially~wrong with lobbying, reminding- that 
legitimately done it is merely an exercise of the right of petition 
recognized under the @onstitution. e 

Nevertheless, he feels that the public has a rigtit to know the 
extent of lobbying activities as conducted by large organizations. 
The House committee, authorized at the last session of Congress, 
plans to take the lid off lobbying operations to see how they are 
carried on. It will seek to learn how much money is spent on lob- 
bying and where it goes. : 

Rep. Lanham describes as a “red herring” efforts of Republican 
members of the committee to have the investigating body devote 
its main purpose to an inquiry into alleged lobbying activities of 
Gavernment department heads. Republicans are doing this, he 
said, merely for the purpose of covering up lobbying activities of 
special interest groups, which they are seeking to protect. The com- 
mittee, he declared, will not be detracted from its maih objéctive 
of closely scrutinizing efforts of large business organizations to influ- 
ence legislation by maintaining expensive congressional lobbies.

If necessary, Wheeler will seek an added appropriation in the 
Department of Agriculture annual supply bill to cover the:cost of 
such a market bulletin service for naval stores. 

Wheeler, in conjunction with other Georgia and Florida Con- 
gressmen and Senators, is trying to have the Board of Directors of 
the Commodity Credit Corporation boost the parity prices on units 
of naval stores from 60 to 71 percent. Previously parity was as 
high as 90 percent. This was reduced to 70 and finally, last Decem- 
ber, to 60, which leaders of the industry claim is too low. 


Federal Judge Frank Scarlett, 
of the Southern District of

Are all World War two veter- 
ants entitled to full G.I, educa-

adjusted” to civilian life?” 
The full title of the bill is 
“Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act.” As originally passed in 
June 1944, it limited education 
to one year per veteran except 
for those who could show that 
their education had been “inter- 
rupted or interferred with” as a 
result of going into uniform. 


BUT AMENDMENTS to the 
bill in December 1945 opened 
the doors to all veterans—one 
year plus length of service, up 
to a top of four years. 

President Truman, Budget Di- 
rector Frank Pace, Jr., and Gen. 
Carl Gray, head of VA, plus 
some congressmen, are agreed: 


1. That the need for educa- 
tion benefits is drawing to a 
close. 

2. That the original intent 
of the G.I. bill did not con- 
template free switching from 
one course to another at whim 
of the veteran who, says VA, 
is often influenced by lack of 
employment. 


“The education part of the 
G.I. bill was not intended to be 
a substitute for unemployment 
compensation,” a VA _ official 
Said in an interview. 

(The «-bsistence allowance for 
a married veteran ($120 a month 
for 25 hours a week of school- 
ing) is more than the 75-cent-an- 
hour wage floor in the mini- 
mum wage act.) 


BUT SENATOR TAFT, Re- 
publican Ohio, introduced a bill, 
which passed the Senate last 
session, that would allow veter- 
ans to switch freely from one 
course to another. It would pro- 
hibit VA from making any regu- 
lation “designed to deny (a 
veteran) such course or courses 
as he may desire during the full 
period of his entitlement.” 

‘Taft’s bill went through the 
Senate unanimously. It is en- 
dorsed by major veterans or- 
ganizations and private school 
associations. 


In the House Rep. Teague, 
Democrat Texas, introduced a 
‘ companion bill. It has been 
. reported from the House Vet- 
erans’ Committee, but with 
one important amendment. 
The Teague bill would only 
allow changes from one course 
to another “in the same,gen- 
eral field.” 


But even with this amend- 
ment, the Teague bill is not 
given a good chance of passing 
the House. One reason is that 
last week VA sent to the Sen- 
ate a requested report on the 
current status of the whole edu- 
cation program. ' 

This report highlights what 
VA calls “abuses” in the pro- 
gram, especially in courses be- 
low. college level and in profit 
schools. Here is one example 
of an alleged “abuse:” 


A MAN OPENED a trade 
school in a building he owned 
and. got state appreval to give 
G.I. bill training. He then sold 
the building to his wife, and 
she rented it back to him at an 
inflated rental. VA paid the bill 
until it learned the facts, after 
which it allowed only deprecia- 
tion of the building to be 
charged. Operators of profit 
schools are entitled to a 10 
percent profit under the law. 

The report is really only a 
sidelight to the spotlight issue 
of whether veterans should be 
allowed to use their entire edu- 
cational entitlement regardless 
of “readjustment.” 


But is is bound to affect 
congressional thinking, and 
Rep. Wheeler, Democrat Geor- 
gia, says it may result in an 
Administration victory. He is 
a member of the House Vet- 
erans Committee and voted 
against the Teague bill in 
committee. 


VA says the probable total 
cost of the educational program 
is between $25,000,000,000 and

Everybody Pays Hidden Taxes 


Whenever a sales tax is publicly advocated in Georgia as a means 
of forcing everybody to pay his fair share of governmental costs, 
the newspapers get a whole lot of letters from folks saying there 
is no such thing as a non-taxpaying citizens. 


Naturally, what the sales tax 
advocates mean is direct taxes. 
State Auditor Thrasher says 
only about 30 percent pay direct 
taxes in the State. 

But literally speaking the let- 
ter writers are correct. There is 
no such thing as a non-taxpay- 
ing citizen. Everybody pays hid- 
den taxes, whether he knows it 
or not. 

Most people are familiar with 
the recent disclosure that there 
are about 100 taxes on an egg. 
But the Tax Foundation, which 
is a non-partisan, non-profit in- 
stitution whose operations are 
paid for by interested individ- 
uals and organizations, has come 
up with a much more extensive 
study. 

There are, for instance, 116 
taxes on a man’s suit. And your 
lady’s Easter bonnet will be 
taxed 150 times by the time you 
pay the final price. 

The Tax Foundation discov- 
ered 639 different hidden taxes

The climax of this story, by 
the sensitive Welsh writer who 
gave us the tender “How Green 
Was My Valley,” is rugged and 
exciting.

FIRST VISIT TO ATLANTA 


April Concert Promised 
By Toscanini's Orchestra 


Arturo Toscanini, autocrat of 
the orchestral conductor’s baton 
whose explosive combination of 
artistic temperament, fpnhysical 
bravery and moral courage has 
made him one of the top musi- 
cians of all time, will bring his 
NBC Symphony Orchestra to 
Atlanta for the first time for a 
concert Saturday, April 22. 

The concert, an added attrac- 
tion to the regular Music Club 
season here, will mark the first 
visit to Atlanta by the great Ital- 
ian maestro since 1912 when he 
appeared as conductor with the 
Metropolitan. Opera Association. 

Coming, as it does, two days 
before the Spring season of the 
Metropolitan Opera Mo xrday, 
April 24, at the Fox Theater, the 
added concert will make the 
opera season a veritable festival 
of great music played and sung 
by great artists. 

There's no conductor living to- 
day who holds rank with the 
venerable Italian whose long ca- 
reer has been marked by tempes- 
tuousness and brilliance. 

He has not toured the United 
States since 1920, and for many 
years his only activity was con- 
ducting the Orchestra 
which is rated the top musical 
organization in this country.

As she lay dying, she held out her 
emaciated hand to her boy and whispered, “Abe, be somebody.” 

That boy, of course, was Abraham Lincoln, whose birthday we 
celebrate this weekend. And, although it is 85 years since an 
assassin’s bullet took him, the “somebody” he became stands out 
among the great men of all time like no other American. James 
Russell Lowell, who was gifted with deep insight in his observa- 
tion of men, said that Lincoln was the first American; that he put 
his impress and his imprint upon America as no other man has 
ever done. 

Raymond Massey, the distinguished actor who played the part 
of Lincolif in “Abe Lincoln in Illinois,” once tried to explain to 
me the hold Lincoln has had over the ee of each suc- , 
ceeding generation by saying: “It’s because He typifies what every 
American would like to be. He is the personification of America 
itself, the American dream in human form.” 

I think that this is very true. And I think that it is true be- 
cause God worked in the personality of Abraham Lincoln in a 
way He does with few men, God was able to do this because 
Lincoln opened his heart and mind for guidance and received it. 
He literally talked with God. If you read Carl Sandburg’s great 
life of Lincoln and Lincoln’s own speeches and writings, you will 
easily see the truth of this. 

When Gen. Daniel Sickles asked Lincoln if, during the Battle 
of Gettysburg, he was not afraid, Lincoln’s answer was: “No. I 
was afraid for a while but I soon got over that. The Cabinet tried 
to get me to move the Government away from Washington, but I 
knew it would be all right.” 

“Why, Mr. President,” asked the general, “were you so con- 
fident?” 

“Well,” Lincoln said, “I went to my room, got down on my 
knees and prayed that God would save the Republic. I asked 
him to give us Gettysburg for humanity’s sake and, General, the 
Lord told me He would give us Gettysburg and so I wasn’t wor- 
ried any more.” 

Night after night at the White House, Lincoln would fall on 
his face on the floor—not on his knees, but prostrate on the face— 
putting out his hands and praying to God to save his country. 

In these troubled times, we need Lincoln and his sincere faith 
in God. And, fortunately, he have him yet, for he has never really 
left us. His spirit still broods over our country and guides us. If 
we will only recapture his spirit and his faith in the Divine guid- 
ance which is available to all of us, as individuals and as a people, 
we can, working together in brotherhood and understanding, with 
right and justice as well as duty and privilege for all, make this 
nation, under God, what Abraham Lincoln aptly called it—“the 
last hope of earth.”

HIS story may be called The Little Boy and 

‘ihe Monster. 

A monster is chasing the little boy trying to 
devour him. 

And the illustration might show the little 
boy on his knees asking God to help his father 
and mother fashion the only weapon that will 
slay the demon. 

Charles Gordon Herbits is the boy. His pals 
call him Chugger and he’s going on 12. Every- 
one except the monster loves him. 

His father is William Herbits, Harvard and 
Boston University graduate, ex-Harvard “strong 
boy” and wrestler, Boston lawyer and holder of 
extensive realty, a man of means. His mother is 
Myldred Kennedy Herbits, a former Vermont 
girl. Once they were very much in love and in 


1935 they were married and in 1938 Chugger 


was born of their love. 

Now they do not love each other at all and 
out of what they feel towards each other and 
out of their actions and their charges and the 
display of their emotions in the courts of Mas- 
sachusetts was born an evil monster that is pur- 
suing their son. 

Chugger’s father and mother separated in 
September, 1948, when he was 10 and old 
enough to know the bitterness that had devel- 
oved between them. Three months later they 
filed. cross-libels for divorce and the bitterness 
came into the open. Herbits retained a famous 
lawyer, George R. Farnum, former attorney- 
general for Massachusetts. Mrs. Herbits retained 
a famous lawyer, Claude B. Cross, defense coun- 
sel at the second trial of Alger Hiss. The battle 
was on. 

In January, 1949, pending trial of the suits, 
Herbits was ordered to pay $75 weekly for Mrs. 
Herbits’ and Chugger’s support and she was di- 
rected to reside in Massachusetts. She had lived 
a time in Florida and Chugger had gone to 
school there. 

Judge Robert G. Wilson Jr., one of the keen- 
est minds on the probate bench in the Bay State, 
heard the trial of the divorce allegations, cruelty 
and abuse. The hearings went on for many days, 
perhaps the most bitter, no-quarter divorce case 
ever tried in the state, with evidence of such a 
contradictory nature that at one stage of the 
proceedings Judge Wilson said: “I’m going to 
give each of you a little more rope to see which 
one hangs himself.” 

No single cause of estrangement stood out in 
testimony. Who can ever say, when so many 
things soy oe to engender bitterness, ‘This cer- 
tain thing happened and, love died?” 

Herbits charged life’ with her was like sitting

desecrated his home, that she lived beyond his 
means and kept him in debt, that she went out 
nights and became intoxicated while he took 
care of Chugger, that she had tantrums and 
called him vile names and threatened to drag 


him into the gutter till he didn’t have the price - 


of a cup of coffee. And that she held a pistol in 
her hand and threatened to kill him. 

“All she cares for is money,” his lawyer, 
Farnum, said. , 

Mrs. Herbits charged her husband struck 
her, referred to her as a “hag,” threatened to see 
that she» was reduced to being a $12-a-week 
‘‘hash-slinger,” that he beat Chugger because 
the boy wanted to be with her, that he hired 
private detectives to spy upon her. 

‘He is shrewd, cruel, relentless,” her lawyer, 
Cross, told the court. 

There was a parade of witnesses, one from as 
distant as Shanghai, refuting one another and 
all adding to the composite picture of bitterness 
that Judge Wilson described as hate. 

Said Farnum: “This marriage is as dead and 
as devastated as the ruins of Pompeii. There is 
nothing to be salvaged from these unhappy 
ruins.” ' | 

But there was something to be salvaged, 
something precious: the life and future of a lit- 
tle boy. 4 

In the end, Chugger’s father won the divorce 
and his mother lost her case. A decree of cus- 
tody gave Chugger to his father for nine months 
of the year, to his mother for the remaining 
three. A monster conceived in Chugger’s early 
years of understanding sprang forth full grown 
to menace him. 

A month after the divorce both parents went 
into court blaming the other for discussing the 
divorce details.with Chugger and attempting to 
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disturb or prejudice him. Two months later 
Herbits petitioned for a modification of the de- 
cree, alleging the mother was poisoning Chug- 
ger’s mind. MHerbits asked complete custody, 
no visits by Mrs.. Herbits except in the presence 
of a third person and termination of her sup- 
port which had been set at $35 a week and $60 
weekly during the three months she had custody. 

Judge Wilson had been deeply moved by 
Chugger’s plight during the divorce trial. Now 
he was greatly disturbed. He appointed William 
W. Molla, a third and disinterested attorney, to 
make a complete investigation. 

Molla’s investigation required months and 
was boiled .down finally in a 96-page report. 
Molla wrote in part: 

“The boy, since the,separation of his parents, 
had been growing increasingly hostile towards 
his’ father. After the divorce trial, with the 
details of which he became completely familiar, 
Charles blamed his father for having persecuted 
his mother, and the father found it impossible 
to appease the boy... 

“This little boy is in danger of being de- 
voured by a monster khown to him as THE 
CASE. This demon is the no-quarter fight being 
carried on by his mother and father in court 
and out. Into this fight Charles has plunged 
and has aligned himself beside his mother. 

“His father has now become the enemy. 

“Charles, personally, is a bright normal 
American boy. He is a good student. He takes 
active part in athletics and is liked by his 
schoolmates. 

“He used to love and admire both his par- 
ents. His father was a successful lawyer and 
businessman and an attentive parent. His 
mother was an attractive, personable matron 
who assisted in operating one of her husband’s 
business enterprises. 

“Charles lacked for little and was sent to 
first class schools. 

“While there were intervals of trouble be- 
tween his parents, they did not reach down to 
involve him. 

“Then his parents separated in September 
of 1948, 
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“The fight came into the open. Charles found 
himself immersed in the maneuvers and propa- 
ganda of the combatants. 

“The fight early went against the mother 
and from a position of prestige and comfort she 
fell to one of financial insecurity and compara- 
tive deprivation. Her.home became one room in 
a rooming house. : 

“Charles was a close. eyewitness to these 
setbacks. He stayed with his mother and, from 
his standpoint, suffered along with her. He grew 
to place the entire blame for his mother’s lowly 
position on his father. He read most, if not all, 
of the newspaper articles written about the trial 
and although he did not attend any of the hear- 
ings, he became fully acquainted with every de- 
tail of testimony. : 

“When the trial ended in-his father’s favor 
Charles decided that the court as well as his 
father had been against his mother and against 
him. The antagonistic attitude that he had been 
developing against his father flared into full 
rebellion. ; 

“The father found it impossible to reconvert 
the boy to anything like his former self, Every 
act, every word of the father was treated with 
deep suspicion. 

“The blame for this mental condition, in the 
opinion of this investigator, lies firstly with 
the case, secondly with the mother, and thirdly 
with the father. - 

“The case is alive in the boy’s mind. Dur- 
ing my talk with him, he continually referred 
to all the trouble, not just to the divorce trial, as 
the case. It is a demon to him. It is the night- 
mare that separated his parents and destroyed 
his home. He can’t live with it and yet he can't 
get rid of it. It has fixed itself to his mind so 
fastly that. he believes everyone around him—

his schoolmates, his teachers-——-everyone he 


. meets in any sort of personal contact, is not 


only fully aware of the case but continually dis- 
cusses it and him. 

“The blame in his mother lies in having the 
boy acquire a full cognizance with all the details 
of the case, so that the boy would know every 
act of cruelty committed by the father on her. 
The boy was allowed to read all the newspaper 
accounts and the mother’s frequent emotional 
upsets provided the cir- 
cumstances in which the 
boy was the audience in 
her complaints against the 
father. : 

‘The blame in his father 
lies in two directions. First 
for carrying on his all-out 
fight against the mother 
with no revard for the in- 
evitable consequences to 
the boy’s mental attitude 
towards him—consequences 
which the father must 
have foreseen; and second 
for attempting to re-orient 
the boy by tactless heavy- 
handed treatment. 

“Both parents are to 
blame for scenes, on the 
occasions when the father 
went to pick up the boy 
—-the father acting like a 
bull in insisting upon the 
custodial rights granted 
him, and the mother not 
mentally conditioning the 
boy to go with his father. 

“Charles, deep down, 
loves and needs both his 
parents. While he displays 
at present an almost hope- 
lessly antagonistic attitude

towards his father, he refers to him as Dad, and 
shows pride’ in his father’s World War I war 
service. To cut this boy off from either parent 
would constitute a definite threat to his mental 
health. He is tremendously upset now over the 
situation. A further aggravation might be dan- 


“If the father's petition for complete custody 
and for the mother’s visits to be only in the 
presence of third parties were allowed, it might 
drive the boy even to self-destruction. There is 


no question but that he deeply loves his mother 


and 8 gee her to his father. 

boy’s attitude towards his father re- 
quires correction. It should be normalized. It 
should be unpoisoned. The only person who can 
do this is the boy’s mother. How to compel her 
to do this is the next question. Possibly she can 
be awarded cuStddial rights conditioned upon 
active antidotal practices on her part—with an 
understanding that the granted custodial rights 
are probationary and dependent upon the boy’s 
returning to a normal attitude towards 


father. 


“Charles has no love for Kis paternal grand- 
mother or for his two half-sist:rs. During the 
times the father has the boy, the boy be 
placed with one of them. Here again, only 
Charles’ mother can convince him to accept 
them normally. This she could do, 

“The father must conduct a serious campaign 
to win back the boy’s confidence and affection: 
A few periods of several days, or a week now 
and then spent hunting, fishing, horseback- 
riding, etc. with the boy would satisfy the boy’s 
expressed desires and would do much to 
erase past bitterness.” Molla then recom-

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Constant Pioneering in Research Has Improved the Automobile So Much That It's 
a Pleasure for Women to Drive, Unaware of Scientific Battles Won in Their Behalf.

N the chugging traffic of 1910 on Belle Isle 
Bridge in Detroit, one of the early-model, 
open-top cars came slowly to a stop.

It was a major undertaking in those days to 
start an automobile with the treacherous old 
hand crank. Women didn’t often care to try it. 
So this one was relieved a moment later when 
another motorist, a man, stopped near by and 
offered help. 

In cranking the car for her he received a 
fractured jaw and other injuries, and son after- 
ward died of them. He was Byron J. Carter, 
founder of the Cartercar Co., and a close friend 
of Henry Leland, then president of the Cadillac 
Company (now a part of General Motors), and 
Mr. Leland mentioned the accident one day to a 
young inventor, Charles F. Kettering. 

“Maybe my barn-loft gang and I can build 
you an electric self-starter,” Kettering toid hm.

Company, in Dayton, there to receive as his 
first research assignment the development of an 
electrical means of popping open a cash register 
drawer and registering sales. 


T44t had seemed an impossibility. The experts 
had said the motor would have to be as 
big as the register, just as they later said a car 
would fi a giant motor for its starter. This 
hadn't feazed the indomitable, dreaming fledg- 
ling, Kettering. 

He had worked out the conclusion that you 
could overload a small motor if you ran it for 
only an instant and gave it rather long periods 
to cool down between times. With that fact as 
the basis of his. design, he had utilized a small 
electrie motor; he had overloaded it in short 
bursts. It hadn’t burned out. It had worked. He 
had produced the first electric cash register, and 
in principle it is essentially unchanged. 

It Was this success which led him to the be- 
lief that the barn-loft gang could apply the same 
principle to the automobile starter. The gang 
agreed. It had been formed for just such stag- 
gering tasks. — 

* To back the group, which later became the 
Delco Division of General Motors, Kettering had 
borrowed on his life insurance policy. E. A. 
Deeds, who owned the barn, had mortgaged his 
property. Mrs. Kettering had chipped in $1,500 
she had earned by giving music lessons. 

- The gang went to work. First it improved 
the ignition system. Then Kettering and William 
P. Anderson, works manager, perfected a light- 
ing system that would eliminate the old acety 
lamps. Finally the whole barn-loft personnel, 
with Kettering directing, plunged into a four- 
month grind—to produce the electric self-starter. 
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In September, 1910, Kettering and Bob De 
Maree, youthful Deleo draftsman, compieted the 
first test starter, and by that time Cadillac’s 
chief engineer was. hounding Delco for a sample. 
Leland-was ready to take a 12,000 unit output 
for his 1912 model. 

Kettering, trying to buy batteries, found the 
battery makers thinking in scores or hundreds, 


Exide, telegraphed: . 

“I’m sending a sample battery today 
am working on the other 11,999.” . 

In December a starter was finished, but 
that was only a preliminary success. The starter 
hadn’t yet been put in a car. 

That task came next, when a 1912 Cadillac 
was wheeled into the barn. The gang gathered 
around to decide where to place their wonderful 
new mechanism. They found there wasn't room 
for it under the hood. 


REDESIGNED starter was tried but it failed 
to fit. A third design was worked out, pat- 
terns and castings were made and it was at- 
tached to the engine, meshed with the flywheel. 
By this time the project was o 
February. Kettering received word that in seven 
days Leland would leave for Bermuda. He knew 
that the starter would never go into the 1912 
Cadillac unless Leland approved it personally. 


That set the stage for the crucial time in | 


the starter’s history, known ever afterward as 
“The Week of Rum and Coffee.” The diet called 
for cups of coffee, each spiked with a teaspoon- 
ful of rum. 

The gang worked nearly 24 hours a day, 
catching only catnaps, and by 2:30 p. m. on the 
sixth day the redesigned starter was installed.

gine whirled, and roared to life. 

By 9:30 p. m. the first starter was expressed 
to Detroit. Kettering, with a suitcase full of 
drawings, followed it. 

That ended the days of the hand crank. It

pute how much the self-starter did to popularize 
driving among women. 

While Delco starters were making their bow, 
the contour of cars also was dramatically 
changed. Two young men from the village of 
Norwalk, Ohio, saw to that; they were Fred 
and Charles Fisher; they introduced the first 
closed bodies for cars; brought into being the 
Fisher Body, which ever since has been a leader 
in car body design. 

The extraordinary beauty of Fisher Bodies 
today is evidence of the evolution from those 
early car bodies just as the lustrous finish on 
cars is evidence of the pioneering work done 
in car painting. 


KETTERING started the modern paint job. It 

used to take 30 days to put the finish on a car. 
Kettering developed the idea that you could use 
a lacquer and reduce the time to a few hours. 
Then, with cellulose nitrate as the starting point 
for a car finish, his work, in a cooperative pro- 
gram with the E. I. du Pont de Nemours Co.,

44g TEP lively, folks! Move along! Keep the 

S line moving!” 

Thousands have learned that this 
familiar cry for speed at ticket windows of pub- 
lic spectacles, circuses, carnivals, race tracks, 
sporting events, wherever lines form for hur- 
ried purchase or payment, should be a warning 
to make haste slowly and count change at the 
window. 

Of all the short change rackets, perhaps the 
most prevalent is the “slow count,” which is 
easy to operate and hard to prove, It can be 
worked with coin purchases or with bills of any 
denomination. 

The customer passes a $10 or $20 ‘bill 
through the wicket for a $2 purchase. The . 
seller counts out a dollar in coin—then pauses. 
His bills usually are at one side. Quickly he 
counts off the singles and then he stops. 

If he is changing $10 he stalls for the $5. 
The customer, conseious of having. received 
change—the seller’s pause indicates a completed 
transaction—is pressed along. He is out $5. If 
he discovers it seconds later and* returns to the 
window, he is told he should have counted be- 
fore he left or: 

‘“"T put it there. Fellow behind you must have 
picked it up.”’ The “slow count” is helped along 
by the psychology of “now you see it, now you 
don’t.” For if the patron’s bill is scooped up 
quickly, he tends to for- 
get its denomination. 

The quick count goes : 
like this: 1-2-3-4-5-7-8. UE a. 
The seller has. swallowed . ie 
the sixth figure and the mifiae 
change is $1 short. If , Sa 
caught,-he is sorry; it is Pi > Se. 
only a mistake and he fe 
comes up with the miss- 
ing $1. 

Another- dodge ) ie 
switches. the patron’s = 
$10 bill. To confuse him, ae: 
the seller has a $5 bill 
on top of his counter but 
at first hidden from view. 
Carefully he slides the 
smaller bill in sight and then brushes it away 
again while he is rapidly counting four singles. 
The patron remembers what he saw and not 
what he gave. . 

Should the purchase be made with.a coin, 
petty cheats have developed the “lag slide.”” Two 
or three coins in change are slid forward on the 
counter, one or two lagged back. The hurried 
buyer moves on, leaving the lagging coins to the 
seller. 

There are many variations. Sometimes the 
seller carelessly drops money to the floor instde 
his cage just after he had counted the singles. 
He stoops out of sight to retrieve it and slowly 
straightens. If the purchaser is still there the 
seller has ttied and failed. Better luck next 
time. The patron gets his prover change. But 
there are a number who will have scooped up 
their singles and hurried off. 

Another trick is the “hype.” Suppose the 
purchaser presents a $10 bill for a purchase 
under $1. The cashier lays the coins out first. 
Then with the bills neatly in his hand, he counts 
what the buyer sees to be a five and four ones. 
One of the $1 bills, however, has been folded 
double and sandwiched in between the others. 
The operator counts from the ends and the 
doubled $1 bill is counted twice. The gypper 
has stolen $1. 

Beware of the money handler who hands you 
change without laying it on a counter or count- 
ing it out on a ledge. The “bottom slide” re- 
quires nimble fingers and sleight of hand and is 
worked when $10 and $20 bills are proffered. 

For success there must be at least four bills 
—for thickness—to be returned. The seller makes 
the count on his board before the buyer’s eyes, 
collects the pile and hands it directly to the 
buyer’s hagd in a stack. His middle finger is 
moistened and the bottom bill sticks to it. He 
palms it. 

Sometimes the seller has shown a $10 bill 
on top of the stack, change for a $20, which he 
passes hand to hand. When the buyer leaves the 
$10 bill has turned to a $1 bl. The $10 has beep 
adroitly withdrawn as the bills were passed. 

But not all thievery is done from behind 
the wicket. 

Sometimes, in a rapidly moving line, a sharpie 
flashes a $10 bill and orders five $2 tickets,

A fast-money racketeer, who later 
reformed, has described a lucrative trick 
he. worked on bank tellers. 

“I would approach the teller with a 
stack of $10 and $20 and $5—-a $50 bill on 
the bottom-——and ask if he would give me a 
$500 bill for them. 

“He would count and find $485-in the stack, 
pass it back. 

“*There is only $485 there.’ 

“I'd apologize and with the stack again in 
my hand, put a $10 and a $5 on top, hand it 
back to him. I'd slip the $50 bill from the bottom, 
palming it. 

“The teller, having just counted the stack, 
would not recount.” ,

H* PLACES the ball of his thumb 
—either one—on the lips of the 
speaker, or sometimes on the threat, 
and he seldom misses a word, Other 
blind and deaf persons have used 
similar methods, but usually more 
than one of the fingers are used 
—often the thumb and little finger 
are placed one on each side of the 
larynx, simultaneously with the 
other three fingers on the lips. 
Authorities believe that Joe is 
probably the only man in Great 
Britain—and possibly even the world 
—who has mastered this technique 
of “hearing” with a thumb alone. 
His aptitude is amazing, 
officials say. A visitor does 
not have to speak slowly 
or extra plainly, yet Joe 
rarely misunderstands. 

Unfortunatély, the de- 
tails of his training can 
be only guessed- at, since 
the. woman who was re- 
sponsible for it never told 
anyone, and she died some 
years ago. 

Joe was five when he 
was sent to the Henshaw 
Institute for the Blind in 
Manchester, where he was 
to spend the next 15 years 
of his life.

HE street car swayed and lurched. Although 

T it was trundling along only in the normal 

manner of street cars, on the way to the 
Johns Hopkins University Hospital in-Baltimore, 
it seemed to the young woman in a seat up front 
as if it were a ship on a raging sea. 

She was on the way to the hospital’s allergy 
clinic to have a treatment for hives. During 
the ride she suffered an attack of car sick- 
ness, a malady which often troubled her. 
This, she felt; was a double misfortune. 

Yet that unhappy ride was historic 
because that young woman played 
am important role in the discovery of a 
specific treatment for relief of any type 
of motion sickness-——car, air, sea, ele- 
vator or automobile, also of the “morning 
sickness” of @€xpectant mothers. 

At the clinic, Dr. Leslie N. Gay and Dr. 
Paul E. Carliner prescribed for her a new 
drug called Dramamine (Dra-mah-mine), which 
is. used to control allergic complaints such as 
hives and hay fever... She merely had to swallow 
tablets as directed, and a little later the itching 
and discomfort due to hives were relieved. 

young woman noticed also, on subse- 
quent rides, that after having taken the anti- 
allergy tablets she didn’t suffer, as usual, from 


car sickness. 

She told Drs. Gay and Carliner. They were 
impressed. They gave her two kinds of tablets 
to swallow, then, each looking like the other. 
One kind was Dramamine; the other. was a 
harmless, non-medical substance known to physi- 
cians as a “placebo”-—that is, something given 
to humor a patient rather than as a remedy. 
She was told to take one tablet 15 to 30 minutes 
before boarding a street car. 

The woman thought the tablets were all the 
same, but the physicians arranged it so they 
were able to know when she took a Dramamine 
tablet and when a placebo. In that way they 
found that the non-medical tablet failed to pre- 
vent car sickness, but when she took Dramamine 
she was free from the attack. 

Her really important service to medicine 
was that she was alert enough to have started 
the Johns Hopkins doctors on a real pathway 
of research for control of motion sickness. 

In carrying out subsequent tests of Drama- 
mine, Drs. Gay and Carliner received fullest co-

operation from Dr. John E, Sheedy, surgeon of 
the U. S. S. America, in the summer of 1948. 
The doctors administered the drug to the men 
and the women on the ship. 

The results showed that the drug was a pre- 
ventive as well as a’cure of seasickness in the 
majority of the treated cases. They told about 
this to the Chief of Staff and the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the U. S. Army. 

This led to “Operation Seasickness,”’ in which 
troops served as “guinea pigs’’ for testing Dra- 
mamine in cases of seasickness. An Army troop 
ship, the General Ballou, was the ocean-going 
laboratory. It left New York Nov. 27 and reached 
Bremerhaven, Germany, after a voyage on Dec. 7, 
1948. It carried 1,366 soldiers. 

The ship was ideal for inducing seasickness. 
Four compartments were set aside for a con- 
trolied study on 485 men. The soldiers were 
divided into groups: Those receiving Drama- 
mine tablets before sailing and during the trip; 


those given the Placebo tablets before 
sailing and the trip; those given the drug 
from two to 12 after getting sick, and 
those getting placebos from two to 12 hours 


after getting . In addition a large number 
of the soldiers who became seasick were admin- 
istered Dramamine. 

Al 418 men were treated with the 
drug; were completely relieved within one 
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hour of taking the first tablet, containing 100 
milligrams of the chemical. Eleven men derived 
only partial or no relief. 

The beneficial effect of the drug was clearly 
demonstrated. Also none of thé treated men suf- 
fered from any “side effects,” that is, unpleasant 
reactions from the medicine. A few did become 
drowsy, but a-smaHer dose suited them. 

Some of the uniformed men who, without 
treatment, had suffered from seasickness, were 
so benefited by the drug that they complained 
Dramamine gave them an additional appetite. 

On its return trip the General Ballou brought 
to this coun more than 100 German girls 
who had American soldiers. Of them, 
109 became seasick; 73 were given Dramamine, 
and 70 were benefited, with 65 completely cured 
in a few hours, Placebo tablets were given to 
36 other womefi. Of these, 16 got over their 
seasickness in 24 hours, but 20 got worse. When 
these 20 were given Dramamine, 14 were cured,

Recently, Drs. B. A. Strickland and G. L. 
Hahn reported that Dramamine cleared up air- 
sickness caused by all sorts of rough movements 
of Air Force planes at 5,000 feet altitudes. | 

As a rule, a normal person can take a 100- 
milligram Dramamine tablet 30 minutes or s0 
before boarding a ship or a plane and then take 
one tablet before each of the three meals and 
one before going to bed. Half this dose might 

more suitable in some cases. Or, in those 
disposed to get sick violently and _ chronically 
the dosage might be doubled. Trial treatments 
for relief of “morning sickness’’ were given, at 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, to 43 expectant moth- 
ers; 31 were relieved, 12 were not. Dramamine 
can not be, and should not be, used without @ 
doctor’s prescription. 

How Dramamine produces its effects is being 
investigated. But already doctors using Drama-

NEW world seemed to open up for Jack

last spring. 

At 24, Doyle considered himself an expert 
safe-cracker—expert enough, in fact, to know 
that he still had much to learn. The article 
pointed the way. Records of the United States 
. patent office, it said, were open to the public. 

Jack Doyle grinned. All of the innermost 
secrets of safes and locks were there—waiting 
for his inspection. He could become the best 
informed safe-cracker in history. 

_ When he was released last May, after serv- 
ing four years for a safe-cracking in California, 
Mo., he headed for Washington—and the patent 
office. 

He asked to see the files on safes and locks. 

No questions were asked. No one wanted to 
know who he was, or what his interest was. 
Had anyone checked up, they might have learned 
that he was born in Eugene, Ore., that he was 
first arrested at 16 for the theft of an automo- 
bile, and that he had served terms at the Oregon 
State Training School, and the Federal Correc- 
tional Institute at Denver, as well as in Missouri. 

He checked through the files-—and he found 
that he could obtain copies of any of the-papers 
that particularily interested him for a nominal 
fee. He bought some, for more detailed study.

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He went to the Congressional Library—and 
he was enthusiastic about it. 

“A. fellow can learn anything he wants to 
there,” he said recently, “It’s the greatest place 
I ever saw.

ITIZENS by birth or choice of a common 

country, we have in war and in peace fought 

together in common causes against common 
dangers, shared common sorrows and sufferings, 
triumphed in common successes, and the inde- 
pendence and liberty which we now possess are 
the works of combined councils and united ef- 
forts, resulting in benefits to all. 


This unity is the source of our strength, the 
core of our liberty, the foundation of our peace- 
ful living. It is, therefore, a great and grave mis- 
take to assume that any one class of Americans 
is naturally and inevitably hostile to any other 
class, that the wealthy and the working man, 
employer and employe are destined to live in 
mutual conflict. 


The burden and solution of the problem of 
unity and equity between Labor and Capital be- 
long jointly to us all. It matters not where we 
live, or what position in life we hold, whether we 
be rich or poor, Negro or white, Pro‘estant, Jew 
or Catholic, employer or employe, by our works 
we must prove our faith in God, our country and 
our fellow man. 


I am confident that the majority of Ameri- 
cans have the determination jealously to guard 
their country, their neighbors and themselves 
against: the wily power of foreign influence 
which history and experience prove is the most 
fearsome foe of republican government. 

America’s prosperity and happiness can be 
attained only through the full co-operation be- 
tween Labor and Capital with full employment 
and fair wages. Yet millions of people are 
taught, and tricked into believing, that the bene- 
fits of security fall like manna from heaven. 

People who are being thus deceived must cease 
to be terrified, stunned or confused by Com- 
munists. or Communist-inspired agitators who, 
with sharp sickle strokes, seek to murder democ- 
racy, stifle free enterprise and destroy world 
peace. I beg of them that, with firm resolve and 
the might of free democratic citizens, fhey unite 
in the Common cause of the safety and survival 
of our country and the welfare of one another. 

A nation that gives to each of its citizens 
equal chances to earn his own and his family’s 
keep has its right to receive from each of its 
citizens the highest service of which he is capa- 
ble. Any man or group of men who does not give 
full service for full pay contributes to the spiral 
of inflation, increases prices for his neighbor and 
himself, jeopardizes economic stability and in- 
vites corrupt Communist disruption. 

The right to regulate the use of wealth in the 
public interest is universally admitted. But in 
the esséntial interest of the common good for 
the common man we-must also admit the right 
to regulate the terms and conditions of labor, 
and in the interests of the working man himself 
we need set our faces like flint against mob 
violence just as against corporate greed; against 
the lawlessness of workers just as much as 
against the lawlessness of employers, remember- 
ing always that each must render justice to the 
other. ‘ 

Democratic governments are established not 
for the aggrandizement of particular individuals 
or special groups, but for the general good of all 
citizens, and I contend that it is the duty of 
every loyal American to obey the nation’s con- 
stitution and its laws -until through just demo- 
cratic processes they are amended or repealed. 

Obedience should be each citizen’s principle 
and practice, since disobedience to a law, because 
a man: thinks the law is bad, might be used to 
justify another man in the disobedience of a 
good law. This principle should hold true in 
all organizations set up within the framework 
of our democratic nation. 

But I believe with the mighty poet, Milton, 
who inspired the deathless dream of George 
Washington, Thomas Jefferson and Abraham 
Lincoln, that a disposition to controversy in a 
nation is no proof of sedition or degeneracy if, 
in controversies which affect countless people, 
leaders exert every reasonable avenue to effect 

decisions and just settlements.

Woodford and Kingston, who won more races 
than any other horse in turf history —-an over- 
all total of 89.in 138 starts.

But Mike Dwyer was more widely known 
for the horses he bet on than the ones he owned.

Horses that couldn't lose couldn't seem to 
when Mike Dwyer was on them. 

Once he bet $30,000 on his horse, Raceland, 
when the odds were

wrong post and lost by a nose. 

Another time he had $50,000 on Miss Wood- 
ford, a 1 to 25 favorite, and she also lost by a 
whisker. 

A cool $40,000 went Aa the wind one after- 
neon at when longshot, Royal Arch, 
came in of the public's and his choice, 
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Mike Dwyer Owned Great 
Horses, but Racing Remembers 
Him More for the Bets He Lost 
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the 1 to 20 favorite, Volante. 

But Mike Dwyer was a good loser. There 
was no word of criticism for horse or rider when 
he lost a large bet, whatever the circumstances. 
. In 1897, his two-year-old Previous was sup- 
posed to be a shoo-in for the Futurity, then run 
at New York's old Sheepshead Bay track. 

Also entered in the race was the L. S. and 
W. P. Thompson entry of three horses, Gibraltar, 
Huguenot and L’Alouette. None of these figured 
to make a race of it and L’Alouette appeared 
so badly outclassed, Trainer Jimmy Rowe was 
going to scratch him. | 

The Thompsons were adamant and the three. 
horses were sent to the post, in spite of Rowe's 
protestations. 

Mike Dwyer had bet a fortune on his colt, 
but when the pack broke he was left 
and came in many lengths behind the field. 

The winner that surprising afternoon was 
the despised L’ Alouette. 

That, generally, was how Mike Dwyer lived 
and lost. Late in the "90s he invaded the British 


turf with a string of 16 good horses and a dream 
of conquest,

His prize speedster was the fleet Harry Reed, 
a horse that was regarded as almost unbeatable 
in America. Mike bided his time till he found the 
right spot for his star. 

He wa’ sure a giant killing was in the mak- 
ing at post time. He had circulated among the 
English books and had laid a huge sum on the 
horse. 

But when the horses ran that day, Harry 
Reed apparently forgot they ran in the opposite 
direction in England. Like Barney Google's 
famous horse in the old song, Harry ran the 
other way. 

Mike Dwyer’s invasion of England was a 
costly flop. He lost nearly all his horses by 
claims or injuries and most of his money in the 

rocess. 

Willie Simms, his jockey, said on arriving 
back in New York: 

“All we had coming back was Harry Reed 

my w stick.”

he never fully recovered from it. His health gave 
out soon afterwards and he spent his remaining 
years in an invalid’s chair, supported by his 
brother, Phil. 

But he still went to the track, carrying the 
old dream with him.

During the years he had learned to play 
the glockenspiel (similar to a xylophone) and 
a special set of musical bells. He had composed 
some music, too. One bouncy tune was called 
“Scotch Hot.” 

Billy Whitlock made a recording of “Scotch 
Hot” for the old Edison Bell Gramophone Com- 
pany, on one of those outmoded cylinders one 
sees only in museums today. He didn’t exactly 
forget about the tune, for he made a re-record- 
ing as late as 1924, but the years ahead held

at the time. 

Whitlock became well known for an eccen- 
tric laughing act and toured the provinces with 
it for about eight years. Then he teamed up 
with a partner and, though they hated each 
other offstage, they reached the peaks of their 
careers together. :

Then something happened. It wasn’t a world-' 
shattering event, but for Billy Whitlock it meant 
a new lease on life. 

Two radio disk jockeys at Station WNEW in 
New York City were weeding out old records 
from their files and preparing to throw them 
away. 

Gene Rayburn and Dee Firich played through 
what seemed to be an endless stack, then they 
came to a real old-timer. It was “Scotch Hot’’! 
by Billy Whitlock, the re-recording he had made 
more.than 25 years ago. 

The disk jockeys played the record over and 
over. It was catchy. It should have some good 
lyrics, They got busy. Through the London 
Gramophone Corporation in New York they con 
tacted a record company in London. 

“Find Billy Whitlock,” they begged. “We 


want a new record, with him playing the bells.”— 's 
It took some expert detecting to find them me 
old man in the lonely boarding house where he me 
lived in a single room.

HEN Theodore Dreiser wrote his great 

and moving “An American Tragedy,” 

which first saw print in 1925, he drew 
heavily on an actual murder of two decades be- 
fore. A stage adaptation of the novel subse- 
quently appeared as a Theatre Guild production, 
and later still a movie was made of it. 

Never before, the reviewers declared, had a 
fiction writer adhered so closely to‘fact ; indeed, 
in some of the final scenes of the book, Dreiser 
employed no invention, but merely paraphrased 
authentic courtroom testimony. 

Yet the novelist’s documentary treatment— 
precocious for the era—earned commendation. 
For the pathos-filled events on which he based 
his story—those leading up to, and culminating 
in, the somber incident at Big Moose Lake, New 
York, on Wednesday, July 11,. 1906—wete in 
themselves dramatic enough for any novel, play, 
or movie. Dramatic enough, in fact, to make 
fictional garnishment superfluous. 

At 11 that morning, a handsome, well- 
dressed young couple entered the lobby of the 
Glenmore House, a resort hotel high in the 
Adirondacks, and approached the proprietor. 

“My name is Carl Graham,” the man of the 
pair introduced himself, and nodded toward his 
dark-haired companion, “My wife and I aren’t 
certain we want to stop overnight, but we would 
like to hire a rowboat for a few hours,” 

The Glenmore’s host proved accommodating. 
At Graham’s request, he agreed to hold for safe- 
keeping Mrs. Graham’s satchel and wrap until 
called for. Robert Morrison, in charge of the 
hotel’s dock and boathouse; helped the couple 
into a boat, and then, though puzzled why any- 
one should want such impedimenta while out on 
the lake, handed Graham his topcoat, and a suit- 
case to which a tennis racquet was strapped. ‘ 

“We'll be back before sundown,” Graham 
called, manning the oars and shoving off. 

But nightfall came and the pair had not re- 
turned. Worried, Morrison left a lighted lan- 
tern on the dock. At dawn, when there was still 
no sign of the boaters, he got in touch with 
Deputy Sheriff Austin Klock, and the two or- 
ganized a search party. 

Within an hour, however, only two miles 
from the hotel, in an arm of the lake called 
South Bay, the worst fears of the searchers 
seemed realized when the rowboat was found, 
floating keel up, a few yards from shore, and 
near by, also afloat, was a man’s straw hat.

Grieving Farmer Brown and his wife could 
tell the deputy little more than they'd already 
disclosed to the Chenango authorities.

mended split-custody periods, and wrote: 

“In making this arrangement, or any, 
arrangement, the honest active co-opera- 
tion of both parents is a condition prece- 
dent. In the event that the court adopts 
this suggested plan, some way must be 
found to compel such co-operation.” 

Taking cognizance of the last para- 
graph, Judge Wilson declared at a hearing 
on the report last December: 

“Tf there is the least evidence of the 
continued poisoning of this boy’s mind I 
will consider it contempt of court.”’ 

Farnum argued for Herbits: ‘The only 
thing she respects is money, This insane 
hostility which tries to crucify the hus- 
band through the boy whom he loves is 
the only way she can get back at him.” 

Judge Wilson replied: ‘‘I am delight- 
fully disinterested in both parents. All I 
am interested in is the boy, that is, if it is 
not too late for him to have a normal 
character. He’s going to pay the penalty 
if he is to be made the pawn of bitter war- 
fare between father and mother.” 


WO weeks later Judge Wilson made his 

final Solomon-like decision based on 
the Molla report. Custody of Chugger 
was awarded to his father during school 
months from Sept. 20 to June 20 and to 
the mother for the remaining months, but 
with such exceptions in both periods that 
the boy will have opportunity for change 
influence. For _ in- 
stance, Chugger will be with his mother 
from Dec. 14 to Dec. 19, with his father 
for the two days immediately following 
and back with his mother over Christmas, 
back again with his father over New 
Year’s. Mrs. Herbits will have him for a 
full week in March. During eight weeks 
of summer while he is in his mother’s cus- 
tody, Chugger will attend a camp at his 
father's expense and Herbits will have 
custody during two of the remaining four 
weeks. During the school term custody 
over the week ends will be divided. 

Custody, Judge Wilson ordered, ‘“‘is ex- 
pressly conditional on full cooperation of 
each of said parents and immediate cessa- 
tion of derogatory comments by either 
concerning the other.” 

So you can see that the monster which 
is trying to eat Chugger Herbits all up 
will be difficult to slay.

A RECENT letter from a 
Stresses requested hélp in 
selecting fabrics. Their 
main difficulty seemed to 
be finding a fabric which 
in every way suited the 


your costume, no matter 
how beautifully it is cut 
and stitched. The right 
fabric, on the other hand, 
will add distinction to the 
simplest dress. 

How does one go about 
selecting this perfect 
fabric? The company which 
makes your pattern often 
lists suitable fabrics. 

Or, if you wish, you can 
study the lines of the gar- 
ment yourself and decide 


suit the style of the gar- 
ment? Is it appropriate 
for the season of the year 
in which it is to be worn? 
Is the fabric serviceable? 
Is it becoming? 


Style 

CERTAIN fabrics lend 
themselves to styling 
details better than others, 
If there are pleats in your 
pattern, don’t choose a soft 
material with a loose 
weave. . The pleats just 
won’t hold their shape. 
Select instead a_ firmly 
woven, fairly crisp fabrie 
such as taffeta, faille, per- 

cale, linen, or gabardine. 
If your dress has soft 
draped effects, select a ma- 
terial which falls in grace- 
ful folds, such as. crepe, 


velvet, sheer wool, or 
jersey. 

A pattern which is of 
unusual cut, with intricate 
Styling details, should be 
made up in a plain fabric. 
Otherwise the subtle lines 
will be lost. 


Season of Year 


y IS easy to know whether 

a particular fabrie is ap- 
propriate to the season. In 
cold weather wools and 
wool mixtures, tweeds, 
flannel, and coverts are 
used. In warm weather 
shantung, rayons, silk, and 
all light-weight cottons are 
appropriate. 

Between seasons crepes, 
failles, rayons, and jersey 
are all good.
